GENERAL REMARKS 

There was an increase in the volume of business as reflected by the number of 
cars handled {luring each month of 1941 compared with the previous year. The 
total number of cars handled in 1941 was 1,945,454, an increase of 287,826 cars or 17% 
as compared with 1940, and an increase of 393,414 cars or 25% as compared with 1939. 
The volume of business handled in 1941 was the heaviest since 1930. 

The weather during the year was generally favorable for operations. 

Rates: 

There were no changes in tariff rates during the year. 

Wages: 

An increase of 9}^c per hour for employes represented by the train service organi¬ 
zations and an increase of 10c per hour for employes represented by the fourteen 
non-operating labor organizations became effective December 1, 1941 pursuant to a 
Mediation Settlement Agreement negotiated by The President’s Emergency Board. 
Under this Agreement an increase of 7J^% was also given train service employes 
and an increase of 9c per hour was given to the so-called non-operating employes for 
the months of September, October and November, 1941. 

A vacation agreement with the non-operating employes was also negotiated by 
The President’s Emergency Board; this agreement dated December 17, 1941 and 
effective January 1, 1942, provides for vacations with pay for all employes repre¬ 
sented by the fourteen non-operating labor organizations. 

Operating Revenues: 

The total operating revenues as shown on page 9 were $6,603,950.13, an increase 
of $1,094,143.48 or 19.86% as compared with the previous year. 

Operating Expenses: 

The total gross operating expenses were $4,787,269.18, an increase of $721,993.97 
or 17.76% as compared with the previous year. The higher wage rates in effect 
during the last four months of the year represented an increase in operating expenses 
of $102,280.98. In addition to the wage increases, operating expenses in 1941 con¬ 
tained a much heavier amount of extraordinary charges than during the previous 
year, principally due to retirements and renewal of the Clearing power plant boilers. 
Excluding the extraordinary charges from the operating expenses in both years and 
the wage increases in 1941, the operating expenses in 1941 reflected an increase of 
13.27% over 1940. 

Gross Maintenance of Way and Structures expense increased $106,182.65 or 
20.25%. Included in the gross Maintenance of Way and Structures expense for 
1941 is an amount of $84,543.00 representing extraordinary charges incident to 
retirements, etc. during the year and an amount of $13,182.77 representing the wage 
increase. Because of less severe weather in 1941, charges for handling snow and ice 
were $8,443. less than for the previous year; the increase in “Maintaining Joint Tracks 
Yards and Other Facilities—Dr.” is principally due to increase in trackage charges 
because of the heavier volume of business handled. There was an increase in renewals 
of 371 tons of rail and 3,145 cross ties as compared with the previous year. 

Maintenance of Way and Structures expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate 
Operations as shown in the Income Statement on page 9 increased $83,181.09 or 
22.17% as compared with the previous year; eliminating the extraordinary charges 
from the figures for both years and the wage increases in 1941, the net Maintenance 
of Way and Structures expenses in 1941 were $41,566.67 or 11.97% higher than in 
1940 due to the items indicated above. 

Gross Maintenance of Equipment expenses increased $132,473.57 or 28.15%; 
that portion of Maintenance of Equipment expenses chargeable to Belt Railway 
Separate Operations increased $109,510.74 or 27.66%; this is principally due to 
increase in repairs to locomotives; renewal of Clearing power plant boilers involving 
a charge of $48,198; and an increase of $8,331.12 due to the wage advance. Eliminating 
the extraordinary charges from the figures for both years and the wage increases in 
1941, the net Maintenance of Equipment expenses in 1941 were $74,737.26, or 19.96% 
higher than in 1940. 

Gross Transportation expense increased $462,246.45 or 16.08%; the Transpor¬ 
tation expense chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operations as shown in the 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BELT RAILWAY CO. OF CHICAGO 


Income Statement on page 9 increased $383,411.33 or 16.28%, due principally 
to the heavier volume of business handled in 1941 and to the advance in wages 
which amounted to $77,363.10. 

Gross General expenses increased $19,429.30 or 12.66%; that portion of General 
expenses chargeable to Belt Railway Separate Operations increased $14,620.84 or 
12.01%; this increase is due principally to wage increases and additional force put 
on temporarily to work up prior service records for the Railroad Retirement Board; 
the cost of this latter work will be assumed by the Railroad Retirement Board. 

Taxes: 

The increase of $231,636.54 in Railway Tax Accruals is made up of the following: 

Increase of $93,917.31 in general property tax accruals. The year 1941 includes 
$620,276.00 applicable to that year and in addition includes a charge of $47,789.26 
covering underaccruals applicable to the years 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1940. The year 
1940 in addition to the accruals of $597,462.00 applicable to that year, includes a credit 
adjustment amounting to $23,314.05 applicable to the years 1935, 1938 and 1939. 

Increase of $107,450.19 in income taxes. The year 1941 includes $87,350.00 applic¬ 
able to that year and in addition includes a debit adjustment applicable to the years 
1937 and 1940 amounting to $13,332.60. The year 1940 includes $1,500.00 applicable 
to that year and in addition includes a net credit adjustment applicable to the years 
1936 and 1939, amounting to $8,267.59. 

Increase of $11,515.77 covering Railroad Retirement Act taxes. Increase of 
$11,505.98 covering Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act taxes and an increase of 
$7,247.29 in other taxes, the principal item being Capital Stock taxes. 

Relocation of Belt Railway Company of Chicago Tracks at Chicago 
Municipal Airport: 

The work of relocating the tracks of the Belt Railway Company of Chicago 
which crossed the section of land which is the site of the enlarged Chicago Municipal 
Airport, started on August 1, 1940, on right-of-way provided at the expense of the 
City of Chicago, was completed on April 30, 1941. The placing of the new tracks 
in service was celebrated on May 1, 1941, with special ceremonies attended by the 
Mayor and other Officials of the City of Chicago, representatives of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, Chicago Press and Airlines. 

Dividends: 

Three dividends aggregating 15% on the Capital Stock of the Company were 
declared and paid during 1941. 

Miscellaneous: 

The demand for expedited movement of business through the Chicago Terminal 
continued throughout the year; the industrial or local business handled by the Company 
continued to gain, being augmented by the activity of various industries in handling 
Defense Orders; the number of loaded cars handled to and from industries in 1941 
is the highest of record, representing an increase of 8% over 1929. 

During the year 85,904 carloads of perishable freight were handled, an increase 
of 12,763 cars or 17.4% as compared with 1940. A total of 3,374 cars of live stock 
were handled during the year, a decrease of 1,857 cars or 35.5% as compared with 
the previous year; this decrease is principally due to eastern markets securing live 
stock, particularly hogs, east of Chicago. 

A total of 139,556 tons of L. C. L. freight were handled at the Clearing and 
Cragin stations, an increase of 34,675 tons or 33.1% as compared with the previous 
year. 

At the South Chicago Dock 3,958 cars were handled, a decrease of 6.422 cars 
as compared with the previous year; this decrease is principally due to the Great 
Lakes Transit Corporation not operating through the port of Chicago during the 
1941 season account labor difficulties, also due to war conditions affecting the oper¬ 
ations of the Fjell Line, operating direct to Europe. It is anticipated operations will 
be resumed by the Great Lakes Transit Corporation over the South Chicago Dock 
in 1942. 

During the year a total of 1,749 cars of eastern coal brought in by vessels operating 
on the Great Lakes were handled over Belt dock property at South Chicago, a decrease 
of 38 cars compared with the previous year.

During the year 390 cars of coal from Illinois fields were handled over Belt dock 
property to vessels for Lake Michigan points; this coal movement is the result of 
lake cargo coal rates through the port of Chicago which became effective on April 
14, 1941. 

In addition to two Diesel switching locomotives purchased during the year, 
orders were placed in October for five more Diesel switchers for delivery in 1942. 

Additions and Betterments: 

Property Leased: 

The Investment Account of property leased to this company was increased by 
$156,036.91, of which $1,530.20 was chargeable to Road Account, and $154,506.71 
chargeable to Equipment Account, as shown in detail on page 12. 

Road Leased: 

The increase applicable to this property was $1,530.20, consisting of expenditures 
of $51,676.61 during the year, a credit of $142,714.86 covering land sold and a charge 
of $92,568.45 covering property purchased during the year. 

Expenditures on work performed in year 1941 were made up of betterments to 
rail and other track materials on account of heavier rail laid, amounting to $8,917.20 
outside of Clearing Yard and $8,288.17 in Clearing Yard; additions and retirements 
in connection with construction of interlocking plant at Ashland Avenue, amounting 
to a charge of $71,522.16; additions and retirements in connection with renewal of 
Clearing power house boilers, resulting in a credit of $13,618.22; purchase of roadway 
machines and tools for use of Maintenance of Way Department, $2,195.99; con¬ 
struction of fuel station for Diesel locomotives at 87th Street, $2,091.41; construction 
of new industry track at 87th Street, $1,655.43; charges for additional tracks and 
other facilities constructed and credits for tracks and other facilities retired, resulting 
in a credit of $26,864.05 for various locations outside of Clearing Yard and a credit 
of $2,511.48 in Clearing Yard. 

During the year 1941 three (3) parcels of land in the vicinity of the Clearing 
Yard were sold, amounting to a credit of $43,391.55; one (1) parcel near West 14th 
Street and two (2) parcels in the vicinity of Kedzie Avenue and the Rockwell Street 
Yard, resulting in a credit of $99,323.31. 

During the year 1941 dock property including warehouse located at 103rd Street 
and the Calumet River was purchased at a cost of $90,074.45 and one (1) parcel of 
land near Kedzie Avenue was purchased at a cost of $2,494.00. 

Equipment Leased: 

Two (2) Diesel switching locomotives were purchased at a cost of $138,544.00; 
twenty-five (25) second hand mill type gondola cars were purchased at a cost of 
$16,261.98; one (1) rail and tie flat car was constructed for use with the wrecker 
costing $467.60; (1) automobile truck was purchased for $884.21; four units of freight 
equipment, consisting of 2 coke cars, 1 refrigerator and 1 flat car were retired, resulting 
in a credit of $695.40; one (1) automobile truck was retired, resulting in a credit of 
$955.68. These additions and retirements resulted in a net charge to Additions and 
Betterments of $154,506.71. 

Property Owned: 

The investment accounts for property owned by this company were increased 
by $9,137.52, of which $6,987.87 was chargeable to Equipment Account, and $2,149.65 
chargeable to Improvements on Leased Property, as shown in detail on page 12. 

Equipment Owned: 

Three (3) second hand caboose cars were purchased and two (2) caboose cars 
constructed at a cost of $5,788.01; one (1) box car was rebuilt from foreign car dam¬ 
aged by fire, at a cost of $1,165.46 and one (1) locomotive tender for use as a fuel 
and water supply car with the wrecker crane was added, involving a charge of $210.00. 
One (1) service coach was retired, resulting in a credit of $175.00 and a credit of $0.60 
covering adjustments applicable to previous years. 

Improvements on Leased Property: 

During the year 1941 a fuel station for Diesel locomotives was constructed on 
property leased from the Corn Products Refining Company near Argo, Illinois, 
resulting in a charge of $2,149.65.
